History Of Burks Memorial Church 


The Burks Memorial Church, located on Lesters Fork of Knox Creek, 
Hurley, Buchannon County, Virginia. 

This Church was given off as an arm from the Little Vine Church, 
January 27, 1973, composed of the following members; Elder Cloyd 
Bailey, Deacons, Willie and Oliva Burks, Brothers Robert Burks, Tom 
Potter, George Justus, Sisters Betty Justus, and Elizabeth Prater. These 
Eight members though small in number had faith in God that if they 
could be organized into a legal working body that God would add to 
their number; and so in that faith the Little Vine Church dismissed this 
arm to be organized into an independent Church Body; also a 
Presbytery was chosen consisting of Elders Morgan Belcher, Harold 
Burks and Everette Marrs, these members after being examined by said 
presbytery agreed unamiously to adopt the Articles of Faith, Rules of 
Decorum, of the Friendship Association. 

And since their legal organization God has wonderfully blessed them 
under the able leadership of Elder Harold Burks, whom they chose to be 
their first Moderator, and in less than two years have grown to a 
membership of 36. 

The manner in which they cared for this the 58th session of the 
Friendship Association will be long remembered, the brethren made 
every arrangement for the seating and comfort of the delegation and 
crowd, the sisters labored so diligently to feed and lodge the visitors and 
throughout the business and worship of the entire three days it seemed 
that Gods Spirit could be felt in all our undertakings. 

The Church though young in organization yet its progenity goes back 
through the years in an unbroken chain of the Churches and 
Associations of the Old Baptist Faith, who have stood against every 
adversary and have steadfastly contended that the Church is a seperated 
people, and that Christ is the head and Governor, the giver of eternal 
life, the fountainhead of its peace and that, no man can become a legal 
member except those that have believed the Gospel of their Salvation 
and came through a legal administer of the Church.

11. Appointed a Committee on arrangements consisting of one delegate 
from each church, with the Moderator, Clerks and corresponding Delegates 
and Transients, Ministers and Members to arrange the business for 
Saturday. 

12. Who will entertain the Committee? Brother Willis Burks 

13. By motion and second, we adjourned until nine o'clock Saturday 
morning.

CIRCULAR LETTER 


Brethren: 

In submission to you brethren, | will attempt with much needed help 
to write this circular letter for your inspection. 
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Turn with me now to the book of Matthew third chapter, verses 1, 2, 
and 3. In those days came John the Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judea, and saying, "Repent ye: for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand." For this is he that was spoken of by the prophet Esaias, saying, 
"The voice of one crying in the wilderness, prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight." 

After the temptation in the wilderness, Jesus hearing of the 
imprisonment of John, went to Galilee, and there begin to preach, and 
to say, "Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at hand." Matt. 4:17. 

Some well intentioned people advocate that the kingdom here 
mentioned was first offered to the Jewish nation or Israel and was 
rejected by them so all these are prophetic quotations and apply to that 
time after the tribulation when Jesus then reigns on the throne of David 
and this kingdom then becomes a fact. 

The kingdom that our Lord spoke of is not something just to be but 
something that is also present as in Matt. 5:3 "Blessed are the poor in 
spirit: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven." 

Now in the 13th Chapter of Matt, we have the parables concerning 
the kingdom of heaven. Although the 3rd. verse starts these parables 
with the Lord speaking, "Behold, a sower went forth to sow;" and 
mentions where the seeds fell and what became of them. In the 11th. 
verse the Lord answers why he was using parables, "Because it is given 
unto you to know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven," Also, 
"Hear ye therefore the parable of the sower. When anyone heareth the 
word of the kingdom," Matt. 13:18-19. 

Next in verse 24, another parable put he forth unto them saying, 
"The kingdom of heaven is liken unto a man which sowed good seed in 

his field;" verse 25 "But while men slept, his enemy came".here we 

learn of the wheat and tares. 

Again verse 31, "The kingdom of heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed." 

Then verse 33, "The kingdom of heaven is like unto leaven" 

Verse 44, "Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure hid in 
a field;...." 

Verse 45, "Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchant 
man, seeking goodly pearls:..." 

And verse 47, "Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that 
was cast into the sea, and gathered of every kind;" 

All of these are in the present tense and not just future. However, 
from verse 37 through 43 our Lord explains the parables of the wheat 
and tares. He uses the present tense, past tense, and the future as if it 
were now. "The enemy that sowed them is the devil; the harvest is the 
end of the world; and the reapers are the angels. As therefore the tares 
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are gathered and burned in the fire; so shall it be in the end of this 
world/' Verses 39 and 40. 

Also, we learn that the kingdom of heaven is his kingdom. Verse 41 
"The son of man shall send forth his angels and they shall gather out of 
his kingdom all things that offend, and them that do iniquity;" This 
happens in the end of the world. 

Though his kingdom is not of this world, it nevertheless is in the 
world. Jesus when he was before Pilate, said, "My kingdom is not of 
this world: if my kingdom were of this world, then would my servants 
fight, that I should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my 
kingdom not from hence." John 18:36 

Similarly, Jesus said his followers were not of this world. John 17:16 
"They are not of the world even as I am not of the world" but verse 
11" ...but these are in the world." 

So the presence of his kingdom cannot be denied. The fabric of its 
construction does not appear as a natural kingdom would. Even sinner 
friends and the world in general realizes a definite establishment that 
they cannot clearly see, but they know it is there. 

Everyone that is a member of the church and has never been born 
again, whose experience was a natural one, thinking that a good life and 
good deeds would put them in a position for God to save them, are 
caught up in a snare and have become "...children of the kingdom.../ 7 
and "shall be cast out into outer darkness; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth." Matt. 8:12. These are not children of God. But 
some, the sincere, born again believers shall be separated finally from 
those that are not of devine birth. Matt. 25:1 "Then shall the kingdom 
of heaven be liken unto ten virgins, which took their lamps, and went 
forth to meet the bridegroom. And five of them were wise, and five 
were foolish." The wise "Went in with him" and "the door was shut" to 
the foolish. 

To all of you that are God's children, our Lord will return someday, 
and will reckon with us for our stewardship, whether we have fulfilled 
our duties as grace has instructed us. Matt. 25:14 "For the kingdom of 
heaven is as a man traveling into a far country, who called his own 
servants, and delivered unto them his goods. And unto one he gave five 
talents, to another two, and to another one; to every man according to 
his several ability; and straightway took his journey." Verse 19 "After a 
long time the lord of those servants cometh, and reckoneth with them." 

Those of you still in sin, I beg you to repent - from a heart steeped 
in sorrow because of the burden of sin - to believe on Jesus Christ, who 
can forgive sin and give eternal life. 
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However, if you neglect the gift of God, you will work toward your 
own fateful end. You will receive wages for your work - and "the wages 
of sin is death." 

"Repent; for the kingdom of heaven is at hand," so said the Lord.

RULES OF DECORUM 

1. The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

2. A Moderator and a Clerk shall be chosen by the members. 

3. Only one member shall speak at a time. He shall rise from his seat 

and address the Moderator when he desires to speak. 

4. The person thus speaking shall not be interrupted in his speech by 

any one, except the Moderator, until he is done speaking. 
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5. A speaker shall strictly adhere to the subject which is being 
discussed, and in no wise cast reflection on the brother who had spoken 
before him, or make remarks about his slips and imperfections, but shall 
fairly state his case as he can so as to convey his views and ideas. 

6. No person shall abruptly break off from the Association or absent 
himself without permission from the Association. 

7. No person shall speak more than three times on any one subject 
without permission from the Association. 

8. No person shall have the liberty of laughing during the sitting of 
the Association. No person shall whisper to another while any one is 
speaking publicly. 

9. No member of this Association shall address another in any other 
terms or appellation than that of "Brother." 

10. The Moderator shall not interrupt or prohibit any member from 
speaking until he gives his view and light on the subject discussed, unless 
the speaker violates the Rules of Decorum. 

11. The names of the members of the Association shall be enrolled 
by the Clerk and called over as often as the Association requires. 

12. The Moderator shall have the same right of speech that other 
members have; provided the chair be filled; he shall have no vote unless 
the Association be equally divided, then he may cast the deciding vote. 

13. Any member who shall willingly and knowingly violate any of 
the rules of this decorum shall be reproved by the Association as it 
thinks proper. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH 

1. We believe in only one true living God, the Father, Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, and that these three are one, equal in power, essence and 
glory. 

2. We believe in the scriptures of the Old and New Testament, that 

they are written words of God, and that they are the only rule of faith 

and practice. 

3. We believe in the free atonement of Jesus Christ; that He tasted 
death for every man, and that salvation is offered to all on the equal 
terms of the Gospel. 

4. We believe in the doctrine of original sin and of man's inability to 
recover himself from the fallen state he is in by nature; therefore the 
Saviour is needed for our redemption. 

5. We believe that sinners are called to repentance and that 

repentance toward God and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and 

regeneration are necessary, previous to literal baptism. 

6. We believe in the doctrine of election by grace; for by grace, are 
ye saved through faith. 

7. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God, only by 
the imputed righteousness of Jesus Christ, and that after regeneration 
they shall grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord. 

8. We believe that baptism is an ordinance of the Church of Jesus 
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Christ on earth, and that the proper way to administer the ordinance is 
to immerse the candidate all over. 

9. We believe that the Lord's Supper and feet washing are the 
commands of the Saviour, and that they should be kept up and 
practiced by His true believers until He comes again. 

10. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, both of the just and 
unjust, and that the joys of the righteous and the punishment of the 
wicked will be eternal. 

11. We believe that no minister has the right to administer the 
ordinances and commands of the Gospel Church, except such as are 
legally baptized and ordained by the hands of a regular chosen 
presbytery. 

12. We believe it to be the duty of all church members to contribute 
to the Association for the defraying of the necessary expense of the 
church, and to remember the poor according to their several abilities. 

13. We believe that every doctrine that goes to encourage people to 
indulge in their sins or cause them to settle down on anything short of 
saving faith in Christ for salvation, is erroneous. Such doctrine will be 
rejected by us. 

14. We believe that the Church of Christ is a congregation of faithful 
believers in Christ; that they have been baptized into the fellowship of 
the church; that they have put on Christ, and have agreed to keep up a 
Godly discipline according to the rule of the church. 

15. We believe that Jesus Christ is the first resurrection from the 
dead, and that He lives forever, the head and king of the church. 

16. None of the above articles shall be so considered as to hold with 
particular election and reprobation so as to make God partial, directly 
or indirectly, or to injure any of the children of men. 


CONSTITUTION 

From a long series of experiences, we, the Old Regular Baptists, the 
"Church of Jesus Christ", being baptized upon a profession of our faith 
in Christ, are convinced of the necessity of a combination of churches in 
order to perpetuate a union and communion among us and to keep the 
order and rules of an Association according to the following plan of 
government: 

1. The Association shall be composed of the members chosen by the 
different churches in our union and sent to represent them in the 
Association; upon their producing letters from their respective churches, 
certifying to their appointment, they shall be entitled to a seat. 

2. In the letter there shall be expressed their number in full 
fellowship, those received by letter, those baptized, dismissed, excluded, 
and deceased since our last Association. 

3. The members thus chosen and convened shall have no power to 
lord anything over God's heritage, nor shall they infringe on any of the 
internal rights of the churches of the union. 
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4. All matters coming before the Association shall be decided by a 
majority of the members present. 

5. The Association, when convened, shall be ruled by a regular and 
proper decorum. 

6. The Association shall have a Moderator, Assistant Moderator, a 
Clerk and an Assistant Clerk, and Treasurer, who shall be chosen by the 
delegates. 

7. New churches may be admitted into the union when found to be 
orthodox and orderly upon examination; churches that desire to be 
admitted shall petition by letter and delegates; and every church in the 
union, after being admitted, shall be entitled to representation in the 
Association. 

8. Every query presented to the Association by a church, being first 
debated in the church, shall be taken up by the Association. 

9. Every motion made and seconded shall be considered by the 
Association. 

10. We think it necessary and right to have a fund for the defraying 
of expenses of the Association; we think it is the duty of each church in 
the union to contribute such sums as it thinks proper and send it by its 
delegates to the Association to be placed in the hands of a treasurer 
whom the Association selects. The treasurer shall be held accountable 
for all moneys placed in his hands, and shall use said money as the 
Association directs. 

11. There shall be an Association book kept wherein the proceedings 

of every Association shall be recorded by the secretary whom the 

Association selects, and said secretary shall receive a compensation for 
his work. 

12. The minutes of the Association shall be read and corrected, if 
need be, and signed by the Moderator and Clerk. 

13. The Association shall have power (1) To provide for the general 

union of the churches. (2) To observe inviolable a chain of union among 
the churches. (3) To give the churches all the necessary advice in 

matters of difficulty. (4) To inquire into the cause why the churches fail 
at any time to represent themselves into the Association. (5) To appoint 
any member or members, and with their consent to transact any 

business it thinks necessary. (6) To withdraw from any church in the 
union which shall violate the rules of the Association or deviate from 
the orthodox principles of religion. (7) To admit any orderly minister to 
our faith and order to a seat with us in our Association. (8) To 

designate a time and place for its next meeting so as to have it 
convenient for all the churches of the union as much as possible. (9) To 
adjourn and meet at any future time and place it thinks proper.
